therein, he refuſed.” For the Expedient offered; 
the Lords look upon it as that which tends to the 
making of theſe Men's Conditions better than now 
they are; an Expedient to put off the Diſcourſe, and 
to make the Reaſons, their Lordſhips had given, of 

leſs Weight hereafter than now. . 

To the other Part, wherein they do adhere, as 
to the excepting for Life Jane, Lambert, Hafilrigge, 
and Axtell, his Lordſhip ſaid; He did not believe 
that we of this Houſe looked on theſe Perſons as 
innocent Men ; or as Men fo happy as not to have 
any Crime laid to their Charge. He thinks that, 
had we that good Opinion of them, we ſhould not 
ourſelves have excepted them for future Pains and 
J Penalties. He took Notice to us, That the King's 
1 Speech to the Houſe of Lords, when they had paſſed 
| this Act of Indemnity as far as they could, and in- 
| cluded all theſe Men, his Father's Murderers, in that 
fatal Exception, gave them Thanks for their Juſtice 
on the immediate Murderers of his Father; and 
that, in that Speech, there was a ſubſequent Clauſe, 
75 FED which, 
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commended it to the Lords to have a Care of them 
alſo. Now, fox one of them, that is Artell; the 
the Ground of excepting him was this: They had 
received Information from Treland, (where he is beſt 
known) which was firſt preſented to the Council, 
and by them to their Lordſhips, that in the Year 
1648, while the Murder was acting and carrying 
on, he preſſed the Soldiers, with Violence, to cry 
and clamour for Juſtice ; and when the Violence 
had gone fo far that the bloody Sentence was pro- 


- nounced, he urged them to cry out, Execution, 


Executian. For Lambert, his Lordſhip intimated, 
That we could not but take Notice how near he was 
to give a Turn to all the preſent Settlement we en- 
joy, For Hefilrigge and Vane, bis Lordſhip ob- 
ſerved, That they were Perſons whom the ſecluded 
Members, after their Reſtitution, and when they 
were preparing the Way for the great and good. 

t to 


Work, which is now effected, looked upon as 


be ſecured and confined : That, after the King was 
come in, theſe Gentlemen, notwithſtanding the Cen- 


ſure on them by the ſecluded Members, and the 


bleſſed End of the Long Parliament, returned to 
Town; never applying themſelves to the King, but 
lurk'd up and down, without giving any Account of 
themſelves: And hisLordſhip added, That they look 

them as Perfons of a miſchie vous Activity; and 
therefore their Lordſhips deſire to leave them to the 
Mercy of the King; with this further Intimation, 


That they would be ready to join with this Houſe in 


a Petition to the King, that Mercy might be ſhew'd 
them; and that his Severity might not extend to 


their Lives; and he did not doubt but the Interceſ- 


ſion of the Houſes would be effectual for that. 
For the laſt four, who' ſat in the High Courts of 
. his Lordſhip obſerved, That we, of the 

ouſe of Commons, had departed very much from 
our own Paſſion and Provocation, in urging it as a 


| Reaſon why we could not agree, becauſe we could

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ſo high a Breach of the Law: And offered to Con- 
fideration, whether it would not amount to juſtify 
thoſe Courts, if ſome Severity was not uſed : But 
This was not much preſſed, nor Jong inſiſted on. 
When his Lordſhip had made an End, ſome 
worthy Gentlemen, that attended the Conference, 
offered ſomething of Reply; and I may do them 
ſome Wrong in repeating it: But they are here, 
and can do Right to themſelves. It was obſerved, 
That this Proclamation was but in the Nature of a 
Proceſs: To which it was ſaid, Then at leaft they 
ſhould have been heard before they were excepted; 
which they were not. : 1 
« Secondly, In the ſummoning Part of the Procla- 
mation, there is not one Word relating to a Trial; 
but the Parliament were buſy in proceeding upon 
the Act of Oblivion, and iſſued the Proclamation, 
that _ might know in what Rank to place theſe 
Men: And admitting that this Proclamation, as to 
the holding forth of Benefit to thoſe that came in, 
amounts at higheſt to an Implication; yet, being 
an Implication, on which Men have put their Lives, 
it was diſhonourable (as a worthy Member enforced 
it) to retract the Benefit held forth by the Procla- 
mation. It was likewiſe obſerved, by the ſame - 
worthy Member, That to except them as to a Trial 
ſignifies nothing; for they that do not come in are, 
however, excepted as to a Trial. To which his 
Lordſhip anſwer d, It is true, that in the Conſequence 
of it, and as Things now ſtand, it is ſo: Thoſe that 
come not in will have the Benefit of a Trial if they 
be taken, as well as thoſe that do come in: But, at 
the Time of the Proclamation, it might have been 
expected to be otherwiſe; and that thoſe who did 
not render themſelves ſhould have been, ip/o Fas, 
attainted, and executed whenfoever found, 
His Lordſhip inſtanced the Example. of Scott, 
who profeſſed, for himſelf, that he rendered on the 
Account of the Proclamation, though his Render 
will not ſerve his Turn: For that Render, which 
will ſave his Life, muſt be a Render to the Speaker 
5 . or 
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or Sheriff; to which he cannot pretend. But his An. 12. Car. II. 


Lordſhip added, That if That be the Meaning of the 
Proclamation, to extend Benefit of Life to all that 
rendered themſelves, the Equity is the ſame, as to 
him: For if a Man hear of the Proclamation, and 
that he ſhould have the Benefit of it if he rendered 
himſelf to the Speaker or Sheriff, and haſtens to do 
it, but, being not able to do it within the Time, ren- 
ders himſelf to a public Miniſter, it would be hard 
to make him incapable of the Benefit intended by 
the Proclamation. Therefore his Lordſhip obſer- 
ved, thoſe that rendered themſelves muſt not neceſ- 


farily have the Benefit of their Lives.—It was then 


urged, that their Lordſhips had excepted, Perſons 
that are dead; Conſtable, Mauleverer, Danvers, and 
others; and that the excepting of them out of the 
Act of Oblivion ſignifies nothing: But the Place 
where the Commons had put them, was, that their 
Eftates ſhould be ſubject to future Penalties: A 
bare Exception ſubjects not their Eſtates to future 
Penalties; but, when the Act paſſes, the Heir and 
Executor is diſcharged, though the Anceſtor be ex- 
cepted. To which his Lordſhip replied, They 
knew the Exception of itſelf operated nothing; but 
they ſuppoſed and believed the Perſons excepted by 
this Act would (as well as Brad/hawe and Crom- 
well) be attainted, for their Guilt was equal, and 
they might deſerve alike. —For the four Perſons; it 
was obſerved, That, to except Vane and the reſt, fo 
as to involve them in the Danger of Life and Eſtate, 
and in the mean Time to petition for their Pardon, 
was repugnant in itſelf, To which his Lordſhip 
made no Reply, other than that ſtill they were at the 


King's Mercy, which Way ſoever the Proceedings

After this long Report was ended, The Commons Debate upon it, 


fell again into a Debate on the old Topic, to agree 
or not agree with the Lords in this Matter.

Mr. Howard ſaid, That the 
late King cloathed them in Scarlet, and had _—
